The Government Embargo on Imported 


K»gs and Its Effect on the Paper Trade— 
Frlces Likely to Beach a Mlgli Point. 
NEW YORK, Oct 10.—"How has the 


eholera embargo on rags affected the paper 
market?" was said to the editor of the Pa- 
per Trade Journal yesterday. "The mar- 
ket is very strong. Prices were low, but 
they liave advanced steadily in some grades 
since the embargo was laid. The lowest 
price touched in paper, such as is used 
by newspapers, was five and a half cents a 
pound, at which rate a contract for 100,000 
reams was made by a Rose street publisher 
two weeks ago. Now the price is half a 
cent a pound higher, although not an ounce 
uf rags will be used in making the paper. 
The rise to the price of rag-paper will di- 
vert the chemically-prepared wood-pulp to 
writing paper, and so even the cheapest 
grades must advance. A further advance 
of from ten to twenty per cent would not 
surprise me much." 
PHILADLPUIA, Pa.., Oct. 10—The paper 


trade is in a ruinous condition, caused by 
tlie Government embargo on the importa- 
tion of foreign rags. 
The .Eastern book- 


paper manufacturers have called a conven- 
tion at Cleveland for the 15t3i of this month, 
to consider the condition of the market 


"The price of paper," said one of the 


largest manufacturers in the country yes- 
today, "is bound to go up, for to embargo 
rags from foreign ports is to cut down our 
supply just one-half. Before 1860 book- 
paper was fourteen to sixteen cents and 
news paper ten to eleven cents a pound. 
To-day book paper is seven to eight cente 
per pound and news paper five to six cent*; 
and these goods are better now than then. 
Paper fur a year past has been so low that 
only the best plants could hold tueii 
own, 
and rags have sometimes been BO 


low that it was cheaper to burn them than 
to collect 
This condition of affairs has 


made the publication of so many penny 
newspapers possible. If, as seems likely, 
the embargo is continued another year, it Is 
evident that rags must advance twenty-five 
and perhaps one hundred per cent Even 
. before the effect is beginning to be acknowl- 
edged they have advanced thirty to fifty per 
cent. The paper-mills in tills country liave a 
short supply, and the domestic dealers have 
none on hand. 
"By December 1 the 1,000 mills using 


2.000 to S.OOO tons per day will liave ground 
up all tlie rags in sight The situation has 
been fully grasped by a few leading paper- 
makers, who have secured all the foreign 
stock, spot, and what Is on the water. 


"The writing-paper manufacturers agreed, 


at a meeting held in Boston October 0, to 
advance prices two cents per pound and 
maintain the rate. In a few days the book- 
paper manufacturers meet at Cleveland 
to combine arid protect themselves from 
disaster."

views on an American-Mexican commercial 
treaty. After the commission had been en- 
tertained on that subject General Grant 
sprang a rather sensational idea on his audi- 
ence. He said tlKit, instead of scattering 
Consuls about, there should be appointed 
to every port commercial agents who 
should have the privilege of engaging in 
business. 
They should be permitted to

They should have sam- 
ples sent them and be allowed to sell on 
commission to merchants of the ports at 
which they are located. The trouble now 
w;is that poorly paid Consuls hail no motive 
in promoting trade, and the merchants and 
manufacturers had no means of reaching 
certain foreign markets except by incurring 
the expanse of sending an agent to tlie 
places. The commercial agents, as he sug- 
gests, should perform all the duties nfiw as- 
signed to Consuls, receive fees therefor, and 
besides be allowed to engage in business as 
ordinary merchants.

A TEI5BIFIC EXPLOSION. 


TOHONTO, Can., Oct 10.—A terrific ex- 


plosion occurred in the mills ojc the Hamil- 
on Powder Company at Cumminsviile, nino 
miles from Hamilton, at 12:30 yesterday. 
Nearly all the men employed in tlie mills 
were (it dinner when the explosion 
hai>- 


>ened, or else it would hate been aceom- 
mniod with; a frightful loss of life, as the 
Hiildings were almost totally demolishes^ 
and largb .pieces, of timber and parts of 
leavy machinery were hurled a quarter of 
a mile from' the scene by the force of the 
explosion. Of the six men who were in the 
factory at the time four were killed and two 
badly injured. 


The names of those killed are William 


Murray, Henry Tibbies, George Matthews, 
all married men with families, and William 
Hethoringtijn. a single man. The wounded 
men we Albert Gulp, badly burned, and 
Daniel Dougherty, badly burned, with some 
limbs broken. There was intense excitement 
at Hamilton wlicn the news was received 
there of,the explosion. The shock felt at 
Hamilton from the explosion was quite se- 
veie, and It was thought it was the result 
of an earthquake. There are broken panes 
of glass in almost every house in Cumiuins- 
villc. The cause of the explosion is a mys- 
tery. The damage will probably be S50.000. 


NA-snviLtB,' Tenn., Oct 10.—Informa- 


tion of n horrible accident reached the city 
vcstorday from Warner's furnace, in Hick- 
inau County. It is a rule to give a signal 
before tapping the furnace that the blast 
may Be shut off and all get out of danger. 
The tapper, through neglect, tapped the fur- 
nace before the signal was given. Thijio men 
standing near were covered by a seething 
mass of melted-iron. Two of the men 
were burned to death instantly.

man attempted to get out of the way and 
waded through melted iron, walking over 
one hundred yards. Tlie flesh dropped off 
of all their Codies, leaving the boues almost 
bare. One lived two hours and then dial 
In great agony.
